Zion Leaders Pray for Deacon Pugh and 
- Former Private Secretary to Dowie 
Reece But Both Pass Away 



Prayers alone failed to save two 
faithful Zion followers of prominence 
this week, oven thoURht Volia himself 
was invoked. The two deaths. 

Deacon 0. C. Pugh died either of 
rattler bite or rusty nail wound in finger, 
"would not submit to any treatment 
beyond ice packs for fever. 

Oran Reece— Former Dowie private 
secreatary, YoUva was, deluged with 
telegrams and long distance messages 
Thursday and Friday|to pray for Reece 
■who was down in Texos. 

The sudden death of Deacon 0. C. 
Pugh of Zion City, the manager of the 
promotion department for Overseer 
Voliva, created great aurpriae in Zion 
Monday night. The cause of the death 
is shrouded in mystery, although it is 
believed that either a snake bite or 
blood poisoning from a rusty nail on 
June 10 was responsible, 

While working in his garden Deacon 
Pugh was either bitten or ran a rusty 
nail into his finger while weeding a 
bed of strawberries. The painwasso in- 
tense and the deacon was unable to tell 
the symptoms of a rattle snake bite de- 
veloped. The entire arm swelled to an 
enormous size and on last Sunday the 
clothing had to be cut from the arm. 

Dr.N. J. LaRose, formerly health 
commiasionerof Zion City, attended the 
stricken man, but no medicines wero 
used and tlie only thingdone to alleviate 
the pain was the use of Ice packs to re- 
duce the fever. Pugh Insisted on "dying 
in the faith" as he had lived. 

Deacon Pugh was one of the strong- 
est and ablest supporters of Overseer 
Voliva and was a member of the cabinet 
and a former aldemen. Ho was recent- 
ly appointed manager of the newly 
organized promotion department. His 
<3eath took place near 10 o'clock and it 
is reported to have been peaceful and 
the absence of severe auflfering is be- 
lieved by his friends to have resulted 
from the prayers of Overseer Voiivu 
and the elders of the church. 

Deacon Pugh was a member of the 
Zion City council previous to the lost 
election and with ex-Aldermen Detienne 
claimed his seat in the council as ahold- 
over aldem. The quowarranto proceed- 
ings by Which it is sought to oust three 
of the Independent members of the 
council well Reheard by Judge Wright 
in the circuit court. In case the result 
should bo that the three Independents 
were ousted from their offices in the 
council. Mr. Pugh would have claimed 
his Beat OS a hold over. The elTect of 
his death will have a bearing on the 
proceedings to some extent, as he was 
a witness in the cOse. 

Another death which caused much 
surprise'in Zion City is that of Deacon 
Alex Reece, who was formerly John 
Alex Dowio's privtae secretary. Mr. 
Reece died in Mcxicoafteran operation, 
but the cause of the death beyond that 
is not known at Zion. Overseer Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva was appealed to for pray- 
er, but the divine aid did not arrive in 
time to save the life of the young man, 
Reece accompanied Dr. Dowie to 
Mexico on the last trip there and resign- 
ed his position to accept one with a 
large Mexica business house. He re- 
cently visited Zion City and was ap- 
parently in the beat of health,

MRS. W. VAN PATTEN DEAD 



Wife of Mailcarricr Van Paltcn Dies at 
Wcslyon Hospital; Chicago , 

On Saturday morningof last week at 
the Wealyan hospital in Chicago occurred 
a death that has caused profound sorrow 
in our village when Mrs. Wm. Van- 
Patten passed away at that place. Her. 
iUness was only of a couple of weeks 
duration and from, the very first her 
condition was known to be "most critical 
and no hopes; for her recovery were 
given to the family. However, in the 
hope that something might yet be done 
to save her life, she was taken to the 
hospital' last Thursday morning where 
the best of care obtainable might be 
had, but to no avail, and 'she passed 
away on Saturday morning having been 
there but two days, urromio poison be- 
ing the cause. 

Lillian Augusta Brown was bom at 
Gages Corners on the 30th day of April, 
1883, and passed away on the 11th day 
of June, 1910, just in the prime of her 
life at the age of 27 years and 11 days. 
Her entire life was spent in this com- 
munity and on the 1st day of May, 1902, 
she was united in marriage to William 
E. VanPatten and since that time her 
home has been in the village of Antioch 
with the exception of a year when they 
resided at Lake Villa. While living at 
that place she joined the Royal Neigh- 
bors and was still a member of Cedar 
Lake Camp at the time of her death. 

The remains were brought here Sat- 
urday evening and the funeral services 
were held at the M. E. church Monday 
aftennoon at 2:30 o'clock with Rev. F. 
R. McNamer officiating, and with both 
the Antioch and Lake Villa Royal 
Neighbors attending in a body. Cedar 
Lake Camp having charge of the ser- 
vices at the grave. 

The church was packed to its limit 
with those who came to pay repe'ct 
to the memory of. the young woman 
whom they hud known as a trusted 
companion and a true and loving 
friend. The attendance is said to have 
been the largest Ht any funeral ever 
held in Antioch. The floral tributes 
were most beautifur and were of so 
large a number that the services of 
eight flower bearers were required to 
carry the larger pieces to the,cemetei;y.. 
By her death Cedar Lake Camp has 
lost one of its most devoted members 
and a kind and loving mother has been 
taken from a home. 

Besides her husband and little son 
Lawrence, aged five years, she is sur- 
vived by her mother, Mrs. Jaa. Barn- 
stable, of Lake Villa, two brothers, Jas. 
Brown of Libertyville and Ed Brown 
of Round Lake and six sisters, Mrs. 
Wm. Pester of Grayslake, Mrs. Guy 
Hook of Round Lake, Mrs. Earl Thomp 
son of*Grayslake, Mrs, Lee Gilbert of 
Libertyville, Mrs. Sidney Barnstable 
and Miss Jennie Brown of Lake Villa.

ELGIN TO UKES 

CHANNEL IS TALK 

OF MATOR CLUB 

Financing of the long dreamed of 
river way for Elgin to the lakes has 
been undertaken Oy the combined forces 
of the Elign Commerical club and 
motor boat enthusiasts all along the 
line and it Is confidently predicated that 
the project will be completed this sum- 
mer. The plan involves the building of 
locks at the intervening dams and the 
dredging of the river channel at all 
shallow places, making it possible for 
t!he largest motor boats on the river to 
make the entire trip to the fishing banks 
without difliculty.

A case of beer belonging to Geo. 
Simons was opened and thirteen bottles 
were taken. A crate of pineapples 
belonghi^-ttrTfanlr'' Sa^^'^wgs'" af^^ 
opened and several were taken out 

The gum machine was completely de- 
molished, the pennies taken out and the 
gum scattered about the floor of the 
waiting room. 

When Mr. Kuhaupt left the depot at 
9:45 Monday evening there were no sus- 
picious characters to be seen in the 
neighborhood and neither had any been 
noticed hanging about during the day or 
dismounting from any of the trains and 
it is therefore supposed that the thief 
or thieves made their visit here in an 
auto and after completing the job left 
town in the same manner. No clews 
were left behind and no trace of them 
has as yet been found. 

An entrance to the depot was gained 
by prying open the window on the east 
side. Considerable force must have 
been used in raising this windowfor, al- 
though the glass was not even cracked, 
the lock was broken.

dreds of other messages. 

There is little chance of Roosevelt 
being able to come to Waukegan but 
because of the possibility that he is com- 
ing to Chicago about that time, it is 
felt such an invitation might get results, 
especially if Teddy hears what a great 
time Waukegan is to have on the 27th 
and the rest of the week. At least, it 
will show to him that Waukegan is on 
^he map and alive to the situation and

You must have at least $l-to open an 
account and not more than $100 can be 
deposited in any one calendar month.

Five per cent of the total desposits 
will be kept in the national treasury as 
a reserve fund. 

• Thirty percent will be deposited in 
local banks depositing sufficient secur- 
ity. 

Depositers may withdraw money in 
sums of $1 and multiples. 

The postmaster general, secretary 
of the treasury and attorney general 
shall be a board of trustees to take care 
of the funds and adopt regulations con- 
cerning them, 

The president shall have the rights to 
call in deposits in time of war or other 
great emergencies.

From now until adjournment tho 
house will mnrk^timo,-wbilo tho sen- 
ate completes its work and tho con- 
ferees get together on bllla on which 
the bouse and senate disagree. The 
general deficiency appropriation and 
the public buildings bills can be 
brought out and passed at short no- 
tice. Neither will bo the subject of 
general attack. 

Whether tho postal savings bank 
bill as .it passed tho hdnae will have 
to go to conference is uncertain. Tho 
president approves tho house bill, 
which Is a substitute for tho senate 
measure. Senator Borah, who was 
ono ot the most active of tho Repub- 
licans in framing tho senate bill, has 
told the president that tliere Is a 
chance of tho senate accepting tho 
house bill.

[t Is Important In considering wool as a 
imerclal commodity to keep In mind tho 
se different kinds of cloth mado therefrom. 
ise are commercially known In English as 
3. woolens, and worsteds; The processes Jn 
Iking theao three kinds of cloth are so dlf- 
font aa to mako them entirely dlfforbnt In- 
Istries, employing entirely different machln- 
y. Felt la jnado from the wool or fur In 
IBS. the cloth holding because of the lock 
Itch of the Imbricated fiber. Woolens and 
jrstods are spun from threads, but tho 
kroads In tho two kinds of cloth are prepared 
', a different manner, and the weaving Is oti- 
rely unlike. Formerly, entirely dlrferont 
Inds of 'wools! wore uaod for making ' 
10 two kinds of cloths, .or rather U Is more 
Accurate, to say that only certain kinds of ■ 
i'OQla, could bo usod In making worsteds Al- 
loat any kind of wool could be used for ma- 
Ing woolens, .although some wore much moro 
suitable than othora, nnd, as a rule, those least 
suitable for woolens wore best suitable for 
worsteds. In effect, thorofore, certain wools 
wore usod for woolona and certain other wools 
for worsteds. With tho Improved modern ma- 
jchlnery used In worsted mills these limitations 
are fading away, so that worsteds can now bo 
made from wools formerly not used for this 
purpose. ■,.,'!■. 

The wool used for making woolona Is card- 
ed; that for wprateda Is combod. The effect of 
theao two proceaBoals that In tho flrat the wool 
libera nre croRaed and: Interlocked aa much aa 
pOBBlble, and In- the second thoy aro drawu out 
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to bo parallel, as In cotton or linen. Woolen 
yarns, although hnrd-spun, look and feel light 
and fluffy. Worsted yarns appear finer and 
stronger. 

The weaving of the two kinds of cloth la 
not unlike, at least not to the unskilled ob- 
^aorvor, except In ono particular, and this Is a 
most Important one— woolens are fulled and 
worsteds are not. Tho fulling of the cloth, ac- 
complished by heat, moisture and pressure 
brings together and Interlocks, by means of the 
Imbrication of the fiber, the several threads 
entering Into the cloth Into a more or less 
felted whole. Tho cloth shrinks, sometimes "as 
much as one-half, and In such material, as for 
Instance tho so-called doeskins and broadcloths 
It appears, and feols like felt. 

It Is this process of somlfelting tho cloth, 
mado poaslbloby tho pocullarllo of tho flbera 
In the yam, that dlstlngulahea woolens from 
worsteds. Formerly, entirely different classes 
of wool wore used In the two cloths— for wool- 
ens, the short-staple, highly Imbricated carding 
wool, merino for example; nhd for the worsteds 
the long-ataple, slightly Imbricated or amoqth 
combing wools. By modern machinery It Is 
possible now to use tho ahort-ataple woolain' 
umking worsteds. 

In practise tho raw wool, after being washed 
and. scoured, is subjected to a aerlea of comb- 
ing processes,' In each of which tho particular 
flbers suitable for a certain purpose aro ex- 
tracted. The residuum after each combing la 
called a waste, although Ita valiio per pound' 
may hayo been augmdated by the extraction of 
tho lower-priced libera. 

■ According to United States census reports, 
manufactures of wool rank tenth In the list of 
American Industries. Tho total capital invested 
was ?310,179,74D and with an output valued at 
$290,990,484 a year. In tho classincatlon 
adopted tho manufacture of clothing Is not In- 
cluded. Since 1900 there has been an enor- 
mous Increase In the wool manufacturing In- 
dustry, principally In tho manufacture of 
worsteds. At the same census tho number of 
sheop In the United States was 39,852,907. Since 
then there has boon a 43 per cent. Increase in 
the number of sheop, as appears by a report 
Issued by tho census ofllco on January 1, 1910, 
which shows 57,216,000 aheop In tho country at 
the present time. Theae aro valued at an av- 
erage of ?4.0S, giving a total value of $233,044,- 
OOO. By the census of 1000 tho country pro- 
duces 270,507,584 pounds of sheop's wool ond ' 
9G1.32S pounds of mohair and goat hair. EsU- 
mt^tlng tho same average clip of wool aa at that 
time, the production of tho country at the proa- 
ont should bo about 400,000,000 pounds of wool 
In reality It should ba greater, on account of 
tho Improvement In sheep breedhig. 

Thero are several hundred varleUes of 
sheep both In the domestic^ nnd in tho wild 
broeda. The former have been under the do- . 
mmion of man sinco before the dawn of his- 



tory. WTiether these are 
derived from any ono of 
the existing wild species, 
or from the crossing of 
several or from some 
now extinct specica la a 
matter of conjecture 
even to scientists. Vari- 
ations In the different 
domestic breeds arc very 
great and In no other 
particular greater than 
In tho wool. Dbraestic 
sheep; not considering 
the Astatic breeds, may 
be classed under two heads— the Spanish and 
the British breeds. Tho Spanish breed la the 
Merino, which has modified moro or losa tho 
sheep of all Europe, Including the British is- 
lands, North and South America, South ^Vfrlca 
and Australia. The Merino has a very char- 
nctorlatlc appearance, which easily distin- 
guishes him from other breeds. Ho has a thick 
covering of wool over the forehead and cheeks, 
his horns are large, ponderous and convoluted 
laterally. The wool Is long, soft, and twisted 
Into silky looking spiral ringlets. The wool 
nbera are highly Imbricated and possess In the 
highest degree fino felting qualities. The origin 
of the Spanish Merino Is not very well known, 
but the breed is known to have as a foundation 
tho original breed Introduced Into tho Penln- 
.sula by the Romans upon which was crossed 
certain English Bheep, most probably tho Lei- 
cester or Lincoln sheep. 

Up to the timo ofthe Napoleonic wars, the 
posIUon of Spain In tho wool trade was at the 
head, Spanish wool wdnt all over the civilized 
world nnd enjoyed a reputation for being the 
boat. However, the peninsular wars, with tho 
attendant evils following thereon, had a moat 
disastrous effect on the wool trade of Spain 
and produced a depreciation In Its quality and 
a consequent loss In exportation for the wool 
of the famous breed. 

Spanish Merinos were taken to Hungary In 
1775 and to Franco one year later— tho moat 
famous French Merino ia the RambouIUet 
Spanish Merinos wero first brought to Ram- 
bouIUot by Daubenton In 1782, and from this 
first Importation tho breed was developed It la 
now known all over the world as ono of the 
best of tho Merino strains. Spanish" Merlnoa 
wore brought to tho United States In the early 
colonial days, but the breed was loat In a pro- 
miscuous crossing with the earlier Imported 
British breeds. The first Spanish Merinos 
whose deacendants.havo been kept pure were 
brought to tho United States In 1802. 
■ Merinos wore taken to tho Spanlsh-Amor- 
Ican colonies almoat with tho first colonlsta, 
and are the foundation and almoat tho solo 
foundation of tho ao-called native breeds In all 
the American Latin republics, but the breed 
was not kept up, nnd consequently decayed 
.even more rapidly than subsequently In Spain 
following tho Napoleonic wars. 

While Spain has tho horior of having pro- 
duced tho most valuable single. breed of sheep, 
bred for wool peculiarly suitable for clothing, 
tho British. Islands have produced the greatest 
number of valuable breeds of sheep bred for 
wool suitable for all purposes, and even for 
the particular purpbae for which Merino wool 
Is best suited, but llttlo Inferior thereto. OC 
course in tho mutton broeda Great Britain baa 
always stood without a rival, but also In Its 
long-wool breeds It Is without rival In wool of 
this character. The British breeds are claasl- 
fled us long wool, short wool and mountain 



breeds. Tho long-wool broeda are 
the Leicester, Border Leicester, 
Cotswold, Lincoln, Kentish, Devon 
- Longwool, South Devon, Wensley- 
dale, and Roscommon. 

The short-wool breeds — this class 
tacludos among others the famous 
( mutton breeda — are the Oxford 
Down, Southdown, Shropshire, 
Hampshire Down, Suffolk, Ryeland, 
Somerset, .and Dorset Horned. 

Tho mountain breeda are the 

Cheviot, Blackfaced Mountain, 

Herdwlck, Lonk, Dartmoor, Ex- 

mobr, Welsh Mountain, and Llme- 

' stone. 

All of theao breeds are English 
except the Border Leicester. Chevi- 
ot, and Blackfaced, which are 
Scotch, the Welsh Which belongs to 
Wales, and the Roscommon to Ire- 
land. 

The Leicester from an historical 
standpoint Is the moat important of 
the long-wool English sheep, and It 
was the great reputation of. the 
wool of this breed that gave Eng- 
land In tho past its prominent po- 
sition as a wool-producing coun- 
' try. Most Important of all. It Is tho 
Leicester blood which Is the foun- 
dation of many of the other host 
English breeds nnd as such has ex- 
tended Itself over all the world. 
The wool la fine, white, and loilg- 
stapled. 

The Lincoln la the . largest nnd 
heaviest fleeced sheep. Many of 
the fleeces will weigh from 18 to 20 
-pounds, with a staple 20 Inches In 
length. The Lincoln resembles the 
Cotswold, but has a less-pronounced 
tuft on the forehead and the wool 
Is closer curled. 

The wool of these sheep has a 
fine glistening appearance which 
has earned for It tho name of "lus- 
ter wool." ^ 
The Southdowns,- Shropshire, Harapshiro 
Downs, Oxford Downs, and Dorsets aro among 
the better-known short-wool sheep. The Dorset 
staple is the shortest. 

Tho Cheviot is the best known among tho 
mountain breeds. Tho Cheviot is eometlmea 
called a middle-wool ahcep. 

The French heeds best known are the 
Choletalao, which carry a good fleece, the Lar- 
zac, a short, thick-set animal with long-flbered 
but rather scanty wool, the Berrlchorae du Ore- 
van, better known for Its heavy milking quali- 
ties than for wool, and tho Manchamp sheep, 
known as La Chamois, which produces a most 
excellent long and flne-flbered combing wool. 

In addition to the domestic sheep Introduced 
Into America by the Engllah. Spanish and Portu- 
guese settlers. South America possesses a group 
of wool-bearing animals which are native to the 
country. This group, the auchenia, Is one of the 
two branches into which the existing genera of 
the family of the camelldae Is divided. The oth- 
er branch la the cnmol (camelus) of the Old 
World. 

Moat authorities agree In dividing the au- 
chenla Into four species, the guanaco, the vicuna, 
tho llama, and tho alpaca. The two last named 
nre not known In the wild state, but were do- 
mesticated by the native Indians long prior to 
the coming of the Spaniards to South America, 
There Is no reason to doubt that tho guanaco 
and tho vicuna might also be brought under sub- 
jection. 

Tho vicuna is a smaller animal, about the 
size oC tho fallow deer. It Is found in the high 
mountains of Bolivia, Peru and Ecuador, seldom 
descending below 13,000 feet. Although it may 
bo tamed, it is to. all Intents and purposes a 
wild animal. It yields an exceedingly flne and 
delicate wool of a reddish-yellow color, which 
la worth about twice as much as alpaca, 

Tho alpaca was tho wool -producing animal of 
the Incaa. aa It Is yet of moat of the people of 
the Andes and tho west coast of South America 
It is found principally In Peru and Bolivia, bul 
doea not thrive below about 5,000 feet. 

All of the South American countries are pro- 
ducers of wool from the domeatlc sheop. and 
moat of them aro exporters to a greater or loss 
degree; hut the recent development of the aheep 
Induatry In ArgenUna, Uruguay, and CMlo lenda 
a particulat- Intereat to South America aa a pur- 
veyor of this ono of the world's etaplo articles 
of trade. 

Tho annual wool clip of Argentina for the aea- 
,son of 1849-50 waa 8,000,000 kilograms, 17,600 000 
pounds. Thia waa a respectable showing for 'tho 
timo and gave Argentina a position of Impor- 
tance In tho wool trade. The wool, however was 
a coarse grade, most of It what Is known to tho 
trade as Cordova, used by worsted spinners for 
carpet yarns. In 50 years tho Induatry had In- 
creased thirtyfold so that the clip of the year 
1899-1900 was 239.000,000 kilograms— 525,800.000 
pounds. This represented about one-fourth of 
the world's producUon. The quality of tho wool 
meanwhile had Improved.

It is almoat impoaalblo for tho 
rnind to grasp these figures, but some Idea of 
the r slgnincanco can be gained when It Is stated 
that If fhe animals were asaembed In a glgan- 
tie drove.

This places ArgenUna eecond to Australia, which 
loads the world with over 83.100,000. the United 
States third, with about 50,000.000, and England

During his stay In Egypt Col- 

onel Roosevelt was the recipient of 

many honors and made several 

speeches. One of them, In which he 

praised the ndmlnistratloa of the 

British, gave cpnsldernblo offense to 

the native Nationalists, At the end of 

March the Roosevelts sailed for Italy. 

In a preliminary report to the

Now York.— Charles K. Hamilton, 
the young aviator, made the moat 
daring flight of his career Monday 
when ho traveled frmn this city to 
Philadelphia, but on his return trip ho 
BxperlGnced trouble with his motor 
and landed In a swamp near Perth 
Amboy. N. J, 

A special train following him lost 
Bight of the liilplano a few minutes 
later at Menlo Park and tliere was no 
further news until the telegraph wires 
brought the brief report: "Hamilton 
stuck In the swamps at Perth Amboy." 
Hamilton had landed on the south 
short of tho Rarltnn river, two mllea 
above Perth Amboy. His descent -was 
dollberato and ho was not hurt, nor 
did it appear at first sight that hia 
aeroplane was damaged. The fact Is 
that Hamilton had made Ills journey 
from Governor's Island to Philadelphia 
*-ith only seven cylinders working. 
Tlfo eighth cylinder went out of com- 
mission when he was 1,500 feet above 
tho harbor. Nevertheless tho first leg 
of the trip was n remarkable success. 
Hamilton traveled the eighty-eight 
miles from Governor's Island to the 
aviation field at North Penn Junction 
in 1 hour and 50 minutes. Ho loft 
Governor's island at 7:36 and alighted 
at 9:20. At Philadelphia he stopped 
two hours and seven minutes for food, 
gasoline and oil, jind. rising again at 
11:33, hurried ahead of tlao special 
train, which had become tangled In 
tho railway yards. 

For thirty-fivo miles the train chased 
him at a speed sometimes reaching 
seventy-five miles an hour before It 
caught up with him, two miles beyond 
Princeton Junction, forty miles out 

Hamilton sUrted from Govemor'a 
Island under the auspices of the New 
rork Times and the Philadelphia Pub- 
lic Ledger. His propeller, broken In 
an attempted start twerity-flve mln- 
utos earlier, was repaired quickly and 
the aviator made a graceful rise, cir- 
cled the Island and then cabled ofl 
aver the Kill von Kull at a height of 
about 225 feet

TWENTY PERISH IN BLAZE 



Herald Building at Montreal Bums- 
Bindery GIrIa and Others Are 
Dead In Ruins. 

Montreal, Quo.— Bodies of 20 bind- 
ery girls and linotype men are buried 
beneath tons of wrecked machinery 
and heavy debris In tho basement of 
the Herald building, which waa 
wrecked by fire Monday. 

Thirty were hurt, several fatally. 

Many of tlio dead met their death In 
Blow torture. Flames were stoadfly 
creeping down upon them aa they lay 
helpless and as a rescue party waa 
fighting near by to penetrate the 
building. 

Tho victims wcro swept downward 
through tho building by a huge water 
tank which plunged from roof to cel- 
lar. 

Almost instantly there waa an ex- 
plosion of gas from several pipes 
which hung about tho aides of tho Im- 
mense Jagged hole. 

Flames, fanned by ^ stiff wind 
were soon sweeping tho upper floors 
of tho building. 

Scores of persons in tho editorial 
and other departmenU had to fight for 
their lives through smoke.

AMOUS AMERICAN 



Rulers and People of Many Lands 
greeted Him as Most Distinguished 
Citizen of United States-'' His^^ 
Lectures in Three Cities, 



All Europe, kings and commoners 
ollko, received Theodore as the most 
distinguished of. living Americans. 
Ho Tivaa entertained by royalty and 
nobility Qverywhero he went, and al- 
VfayB the people greeted him with 
vociferous applause. "What possibly 
pleased the former president more 
than all this was the fact that liter- 
ary and aclentlflc circles received him 
as a man of letters ""and science and 
several learned societies elected him 
to membership. 

In Paris. ChrlsUnnla, .Berlin and Ox- 
ford Mr. Roosevelt delivered scholarly 
public addresses and the literary and 
iclentiflc circles opened to let blm In 
and marveled, at the wide scope of his 
knowledge. 

- The event connected with Mr. 
Roosevelt's European tour that 
Moused the most interest and exclto- 
ment occurred Immediately after his 
irrivol in' Italy early In April. Before 
he loft Africa hlo doslro to pay his 
respects to the pope had been con- 
veyed to the Vatican and the holy 
father bad Intimated that he would be 
Slad to 600 the distinguished Ameri- 
can. About the same time former 
Vlco-Presldent Fairbanks was in 
Homo and had arranged for an audi- 
ence at the Vatican which was can- 
celled by the pope because Ur. Fair- 
banks first addressed the Methodist 
nlsston In Home. When Colonel 
Roosevelt reached the Eternal City be 
received, through the American minis* 
ter, a messago from Cardinal Merry 
3ol Val, papal secretary of state, to 
the ofFoct that the pope would grant 
in audience to Mr. Hoosovelt If he 
ftid not' repeat the mistake made by 
Mr. Fairbanks. Tho colonel promptly 
called It all otf, stating that as an In- 
dependent American citizen he could 
not submit to such restrictions. Tho 
head of tho Methodist mission tried to 
make religious capital out of this, and 



vied with each other In doing honor to 
the visitor, and for amusement he was 
taken to the Held of aviation, where 
ho saw some exciting aeroplane 
nights. 

Traveling northward somewhat "Ifels- 
urely. by way' of Brussels. Amsterdam 
and Copenhagen. Mr. Koosevelt ar- 
rived at Christiana and delivered an 
address on International peace before 
tho Nobel prize commission, which had 
awarded to him the Nobel peace prize 
for his successful efforts to end tho 
IlUBslan-Japaneso war. 

Emueror William had made great 
plana for tho entertainment. of the ex- 
presldent in Berlin, but the death of 
King Edward caused the curtailment 
of tb3 program to a considerable ex- 
tent. Instead of being the kaiser's 
guest In tho palace, Mr. Hoosevelt 
stopped at the American embassy, 
and though William received him and 
dined blm and showed him tho Ger- 
man army in maneuvers, tho more 
spectacular and public features were 
omitted. On May 12 Mr. Hoosevelt de- 
livered at the University of Berlin an 
address on mbderri civilljsatlon which 
was highly praised for Its scholarly 
qualities. 

Having been appointed special am- 
bassador of tho United States to at- 
tend the funeral of King Edward, Col- 
onel Hoosevelt next crossed tho chan- 
nel to England, and when tho body of 
tho dead monarch was carried to the 
tomb he was one of the remarkable 
crowd of royal personages and distin- 
guished men that followed the gun 
carriage on which Edward's coffin was 
borne. After the funeral he was re- 
ceived by King Georgo and Qaoen 
Mary and by tho widowed queen 
mother, and In a quiet way made nec- 
essary by tho mourning of the nation 
much attention was shown him.
